And  yor  humble  Memorialists  Shal  as  in  duty  bound  ever  pray  &e.

of  Mr  Secretary  the  papers  requisite  to  the  Corporations  preparing 
themselves  to  wait  on  the  Honble  Board.  That  Mr  Treasurer  is  but 
now  come  in  from  Mr  Secretary  wth  his  Excuse  and  the  papers.  Upon 
which  matters  and  things  the  Presid1  desired  the  Advice  of  the  Corpora- 
tion.   Wherefore,  It  is  Advised  &  Agreed, 

1 .  That  tho  the  time  is  So  Short,  that  a  proper  Answer  to  the  Peticon 
of  Mr  Nich°  Sever,  and  Mr  Wm  Welsteed  can't  be  prepared  and 
formed  Suitable  to  be  laid  before  the  Court,  yet  it  is  duty  for  the 
Corporation  to  attend  at  the  time  appointed.

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College,  upon  the  Affairs  of  the  sd  College  now  depending  in  the 
Gen1  Court;  Occasioned  by  a  Late  petition  of  Mr  Nicfr°  Sever  and 
Mr  Wm  Welsteed. 

It  having  pleased  your  honrs  so  far  to  regard  the  Memorial  lately  2 
laid  by  us  before  the  Gen1  Court,  as  to  give  us  this  hearing  before  you 
pceed  to  Act  upon  the  late  Resolves  of  the  Honble  House  of  Represen- 
tatives; Wee  do  thankfully  acknowledge  yor  honrs  Iustice  &  Goodness 
unto  us  herein ;  & 3  make  our  reply  in  maner  &  form  following. 

The  Report  of  the  Hoiible  Comittee  of  the  General  Court,  Iune  29th 
1722.  Upon  the  Memorial  of  the  Overseers  of  Harvard  College,  on 
wch  it  has  pleased  the  Honble  House  of  Representatives  to  come  into 
their  Resolve,  Consists  of  three  Articles  and  an  Introduction :  We 
crave  Leave  to  make  Some  Short  reply  to  Each  of  them. 

The  first  Article  in  the  Report  of  the  Hoiible  Comittee  is  That  it  was 
the  Intent  of  the  College  Charter,  That  the  Tutrs  of  the  s    College,  or 
Such  as  have  the  Instruction  &  Governm   of  the  Students  there;  sh 
be  Fellows  &  Members  of  the  Corporacon  of  s    College;  Provided  they 
Exceed  not  five  in  Number.3 

To  this  We  reply,  That  having  had  Occasion  often  to  peruse  & 
Consider  the  Charter  of  the  College,  it  still  appears  to  us,  not  to  be  the 
Intent  of  sd  Charter,  That  the  Tutrs  of  the  College,  or  Such  as  have 
the  Instruction  &  Governm1  of  the  Studts  there,  shd  be  Fellows  and 
Members  of  the  Corporation  of  sd  College;  Provided  that  they  exceed 
not  Six  *  in  Number.    And  our  Reasons  are  these  y1  follow, 

First,  If  this  had  been  the  Real  intention  of  the  General  Court  who 
made  &  gave  the  Charter,  It  seems  unaccountable  to  us,  that  it  was  not 
plainly  express'd,  wch  might  easiely  have  been  don,  and  we  humbly 
think  ought  to  have  bin.  But  instead  of  y*,  when  the  first  seven  psons 
are  Named  in  the  Charter,  it  imediately  adds  —  All  of  them  being 
Inhabitants  in  the  Bay.  It  cd  as  easiely  have  sd,  —  All  of  them  being 
Residts  in  the  College,  or  wthin  the  Town  of  Cambridge,  —  if  that 
had  realy  bin  the  Intention  of  the  Charter;   And  there  is  no  doubt

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wth  us  but  it  wd  have  sd  so.  But  it  being  onely  given  as  a  Reason  or 
Qualification  that  they  were  Jnhabitants  of  the  Bay,  it  seems  plainly 
to  follow,  —  That  the  Charter  never  intended  any  Such  thing  as  that 
the  Members  of  the  Corporacon  must  be  Resid*  Fellows  (or  Tutrs) 
in  the  House. 

For  We  pray  yor  honrs  to  considr  with  us,  That  this  description 
(all  of  them  being  Inhabitants  of  the  Bay)  was  added  for  Something  or 
for  Nothing.  To  say  for  Nothing  wd  be  Such  a  Reflection  on  that 
Honble  Gen1  Court,  as  we  can  by  no  means  give  into.  [88]  If  for 
Somthing,  We  concieve  it  must  be  either  for  Information  in  matter 
of  Fact,  or  for  Direction  in  future  Conduct.  It  cd  not  be  meerly  to 
inform  in  matter  of  Fact,  the  thing  being  notorious  to  all.  Therefore 
Wee  must  necessariely  conclude,  that  it  cd  be  *  onely  a  Directory  for 
future  Conduct ;  Importing  this  —  That  in  all  times  to  com,  when 
there  shalbe  occasion  to  chuse  a  pson  into  the  Corporation,  he  must 
be  an  Inhabitant  in  the  Bay,  as  the  Massachusetts  Colony  was  then 
callU 

It  seems  plain  therefore,  That  all  the  R3  wch  can  be  pretended  to 
be  found  in  the  College  Charter,  respecting  the  Residc  of  psons  to  be 
Elected  into  the  Corporation,  is  onely  this  —  That  as  the  first  Seven 
were  Inhabitants  of  the  Colony  of  the  Massachusets  Bay,  so  their 
Success"  must  be  in  all  times  to  come. 

If,  may  it  please  yor  honrs,  there  be  any  thing  else  in  the  Charter 
that  seems  to  require  the  Residc  of  the  Fellows  of  ye  Corporacon 
wthin  the  House,  It  seems  to  be  that  Clause  in  it  —  "And  for  direction 
in  all  Emerg  Occasions,  Execucbn  of  all  Orders  &  By-Laws  —  the 
Conclusion  shalbe  made  by  the  Majr  p*  &c  —  Now  from  hence  some 
may  plead,  "That  the  Corporation's  Residing  at  the  College  is 
necessary  for  the  Well  Governing  the  Studts  there,  &  for  the  Executing 
the  Good  Laws  pvided  for  that  End. 

To  this  We  answer,  That  by  the  Charter  it  is  the  Province  of  the 
Corporacon  from  time  to  time  to  make  Such  Orders  and  By-Laws 
for  the  Ordering  &  carrying  on  the  Work  of  the  College,  as  they  shall 
think  fit;  gvided  the  sd  Orders  be  allow' d  by  the  Overseers.  Now 
may  it  please  yor  Honrs,  When  Such  Laws  are  made  the  Ordinary 
Execution  of  them  belongs  to  the  Presidfc  and  Tutrs  residing  in 2  the

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House,  who  are  in  the  Imediate  dayly  Governm*  of  it,  and  for  this 
Service  among  others  they  recv  their  Salary.  But  upon  Emerg1  Occa- 
sions &  in  gr  and  Difficult  cases  the  Direction  of  the  Charter  is,  That 
the  Presid1  call  the  Corporacon  together  to  advice  and  resolve,  and  if 
need  be  to  Execute,  for  the  greater  honr  and  Service  to  the  College; 
wch  accordingly  has  bin  the  practice  on  Occasions  that  have  called  for 
Severe  Censures  or  Expulsions. 

May  it  please  yor  Hon1"8,  We  humbly  concieve  that  the  College 
Charter  Impowering  the  Corporation  to  make  Orders  '  and  By-Laws, 
dos  also  authorize  and  Impower  them  to  appoint  &  requir  all  officers 
in  their  respective  places  with  in  the  College,  to  execute  from  day  to 
day  the  Laws  made  and  Confirm'd  for  the  good  Order  and  Governm* 
of  the  House.  And  in  a  Particular  manner  we  Iudge  the  Tutra  to  be 
Such  Officers,  chosen  and  authorized  for  this  very  End,  as  Well  as  to 
Instruct;  and  unto  the  President  and  them  dos  the  Execution  of  the 
By-Laws  and  Orders  belong  in  the  dayly  Ordering  of  Matters  wthin 
the  House.  —  It  is  not  theref.  at  all  necessary  (we  humbly  concieve) 
that  the  Tutr8  be  of  the  Corporation  in  order  to  the  Execucon  of 
the  Laws  in  the  dayly  Governm1  of  the  House.  Nay,  what  pretence 
can  there  be  that  psons  must  needs  be  Law-makers  in  order  to  their 
having  the  Executive  Trust  &  Power  comitted  to  them  ? 

We  pray  yor  Hon"  therefore  to  Observe,  That  the  Execucon  of  all 
Orders  and  By-Laws,  wherin  the  Charter  directs  and  expects  the 
Convening  and  Acting  of  the  Corporacon,  is  onely  upon  Emerg* 
Occasions  &  in  gr  &  Difficult  Cases;  In  wch  Cases  a  Non-Residfc 
Corporation  are  easiely  called  together  &  have  usualy  bin  so. 

But  if  any  sh(1  say  That  this  Clause  —  the  Execucon  of  all  Orders  & 
by-Laws  —  must  be  taken  absolutly  &  unlimitedly;  they  must  then 
Extend  it  to  all  and  every  pticular  in  the  dayly  Administracon  & 
Ordering  the  Affairs  of  the  House.  And  then  'tw*1  follow,  That  a 
Stud1  must  not  have  leave  to  go  out  of  Comons,  or  out  of  Town,  un- 
less there  be  a  majr  p*  of  the  Corporacon  actualy  Concurring 2  in  such 
a  pmission  to  him  given :  as  also,  That  at  least  four  of  the  Corporation 
must  consent  to  the  punishing  a  Stud*  for  being  absent  from  or 
Tardy  at  prayers,  Re-  [89]  citacon,3  or  for  the  least  Misdemeanr  that

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is  punishable  by  the  Laws  &  usages  of  the  House.  —  Now  This  in 
our  Apprehension  is  So  Impracticable,  not  to  Say  Ridiculous,  as  that 
none  can  Imagine  it  to  be  the  Meaning  of  the  Charter. 

And  that  the  Clause  we  are  now  Considering  refers  onely  to  Emer- 
gencies is  further  confirmed  to  us  from  the  Appendex  to  the  Charter, 
Anno  1657.  Which  reciting  the  Paragraph  refer 'd  to,  onely  says  —  all 
Emergent  Occasions  —  silently  passing  by  the  Other  Clause  —  Execu- 
tion of  all  Orders  and  by-Laws.  —  Moreover  also  it  is  Evid*  in  fact, 
That  the  Orders  &  by-Laws  have  been  Executed  by  the  Presid*  and 
Tutrs  upon  the  Spott  from  time  to  time  in  the  dayly  administracon  of 
the  House;  And  they  have  bin  always  esteemed  by  the  Overseers, 
and  by  the  Corporacon,  as  well  as  by  themselves  also,  till  of  late, 
Sufficiently  authorized  to  execute  the  Same. 

Having  thus  far  Argued  upon  one  p*  &  another  of  the  Charter,  We 
go  on  (may  it  please  yor  honrs)  to  consid1"  more  pticularly  the  powers 
granted  by  the  Charter  to  the  Corporacon;  wch  We  humbly  conceive 
are  in  their  own  Nature  too  grl  to  be  Reasonably  granted  unto  the 
Tutrs  or  Resid*  Fellows  to  the  Number  of  five. 

For  Will  yor  Honrs  please  agn  to  look  over  those  powers  ?  —  There 
is  the  electing  of  the  Presidts  from  time  to  time:  Will  yor  Honrs  think 
the  Resid*  Tutors  in  the  House  the  fittest  psons  for  that  gr*  Work  ?  — 
Then  there  is  the  Choosing,  and  upon  Occasion  removing  all  Officers, 
and  of  themselves  among  the  rest;  wch  We  think  must  make  but  a 
very  harsh  &  ungratful  Sound  in  every  body's  Ear.  —  Then  there 
is  the  making  of  all  Orders  &  By -Laws)  for  wch  kind  of  Work  yor 
Honrs  (who  are  in  the  Legislature  Over  us)  shall  please  to  say  —  Who 
are  to  be  ordinariely  judged  the  most  capeable  psons  —  Then  there 's 
the  Disposing  of  all  the  revenues  of  the  College,  &  the  appointing  all 
Salaries  &  Allowances  for  Services  to  be  don  therin. 

Now,  (May  it  please  yor  Honrs)  When  we  considr  these  Powers 
granted  by  the  Charter  to  the  Corporacon,  We  can't  concieve  it  to 
mean,  that  the  Resid1  Tutrs,  to  the  number  of  five,  shd  be  so  Invested. 
All  these  We  think  such  Articles  of  Trust  &  Import0,  all  call  for  more 
years,  Experience  &  Iudgm*,  then  the  Tutrs  in  the  House  may  from 
time  to  time  be  Supposed  to  have,  ffor  GenIy  Speaking,  They  may  be 
yonger  Gentlm  of  Small  Experience;  &  they  are  often  calPd  from 
College  to  other  Work  before  they  can  have  a  pp  Insight  into  the 
weighty  affairs  &  interests  of  the  Society. 
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We  wd  also  add  here  —  That  according  to  the  Charter  no  by-Laws 
or  Orders  can  be  made  for  the  College  but  by  the  Corporacon;  tho 
the  Approbacon  of  the  Overseers  be  necessary.  Therefore,  if  four  or 
five  Tutrs  be  of  the  Corporacon,  no  Law  can  be  made  directing  & 
requiring  sd  Tut™  to  do  the  Services  of  their  Post,  for  wch  they  rec^ 
Salarys,  unless  those  Tutra  make  it  yms.  Now  for  psons  in  Office; 
who  recv  Wages  or  Salary  for  their  Work,  to  be  under  no  Law  re- 
fering  to  their  Work  but  what  is  of  their  own  making,  seems  contrary 
to  the  Reason  of  things,  &  to  y*  practice  of  all  well  regulated  Societys. 
To  be  under  no  Laws  in  their  Office-work,  but  those  of  their  own 
making,  is  in  effect  to  be  under  no  Laws  at  all :  For  if  they  be  Evil- 
minded  they  may  choose  whither  they  will  make  any  Such  Laws  as 
from  time  to  time  may  be  necessary:  None  can  constrain  'em,  nor 
make  a  New  Law  wthout  them. 

And  agn,  if  the  Tutrs  shd  1  be  the  Majr  p*  of  the  Corporacon,  &  thro 
Sloth  or  otherwise  shd  Shamefully  neglect  the  duties  of  their  Post; 
or  be  abusive  or  Injurious  in  it;  How  shall  the  Matter  be  mended? 
If  New  Laws  are  needfull  they  can't  be  made  without  'em:  or  if 
good  Laws  already  in  being  are  to  be  Executed,  the  Execucon  is  with 
them  in  the  Case  Supposed;  and  shall  we  think  that  they  will  inflict 
deserved  Censures  on  themselves? 

Or  agn,  Let  us  suppose  four  Resid1  Tutr3  who  may  be  unexperi- 
enced and  but  lately  chosen  into  the  Corporacon,  then  the  whole 
Legislature,  &  the  whole  Exeecutive  Trust,  even  upon  all  Emergencies 
&  in  all  difficult  Cases,  wd  be  in  their  hands ;  wch  we  apprehend  wd 
be  most  dangerous  to,  if  not  eversive  of  the  Welfare  of  the  College. 

We  pass  on,  may  it  please  yor  Hon1"9,  to  another  Argum1,  wch  is 
from  Custom  &  Usage,  wch  with  all  Incorporated  Bodies  is  a  gr* 
Interpreter  of  Charters  and  We  think  we  may  Strongly  argue  thus; 
That  the  Charter  of  y6  College  was  never  Interpreted  or  understood, 
that  we  know  of,  by  our  Worthy  Predecess"  [  90  ]  in  the  State  or  in 
the  Church,  to  mean  —  That  the  Tut"  &  Instruct"  in  ye  College 
must  necessariely  be  Fellows  of  the  Corporacon. 

None  of  or  Gen1  Courts,  or  Boards  of  Overseers  have  so  Iudged, 
that  we  can  hear  of.  The  Charter  of  1672  requires  no  Such  thing, 
nor  seems  at  all  to  look  that  way;  wch  Act  is  for  the  Perpetuation  of

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the  Charter  of  1650.  And  when  the  Governm*  of  the  Province  have 
in  their  Wisd.  gone  into  the  forming  of  New  Charters  for  the  College; 
(As  in  the  time  of  Sr  Wm  Phipps,  and  in  the  times  of  L*  Govr  Stoughton 
and  the  Earle  of  Bellamont)  yet  no  more  then  two  of  the  Tutra  were 
allow' d  to  be  of  the  Corporacon,  in  any  of  the  Draughts  or  Charters 
by  them  made  or  sent  over  for  the  Royal  Approbation;  altho  the 
Corporacon  was  in  those  Charters  Enlarged1  to  the  Number  of  Ten 
and  of  Seventeen:  And  altho  the  Govr  and  Council  for  the  time  being 
were  named  Visitors  of  the  College  in  two  of  the  sd  Charters.  This 
we  think  is  a  matter  worthy  of  yor  honrs  Special  Consideracon. 

And  moreover  when  afterwards  under  the  Governm*  of  Col°  Dudley 
the  College  was  Set  upon  it's  present  foot,  there  were  three  Neigh- 
bouring Ministers  put  into  the  Corporacon,  and  one  of  the  three  Residfc 
Tutra  left  out. 

And  since  that  day,  we  who  are  now  of  the  Corporacon  were  ap- 
proved by  the  Overseers  wthout  any  Seeking  of  or  own,  directly  or 
Indirectly. 

So  that  the  Way  wch  we  are  &  have  bin  in,  is  not  in  the  least  of  or 
own  devising  or  pjecting;  but  it  is  the  good  Old  way  wch  or  Fathers 
walked  in,  &  wch  they  have  Set  us  in.  And  thanks  be  to  God  we  have 
Experienced  his  blessing  in  it,  and  the  College  has  increased  &  psper'd 
therin;  &  (thro  mercy)  never  more  then  of  Late  Years  under  the 
Diligent  Labours  of  the  present  Corporacon.  But  the  charge  of  Late 
pjected  &  psented  by  Some  of  the  Tutrs  (in  favr  of  Themselves  and 
as  it  Seems  to  us  for  their  own  private  Interest)  is  pfectly  &  intirely 
Novel. 

We  ask  therefore  this  favr  of  yor  Hon"  to  leave  at  least  this  our 
Testimony  &  Witness,  That  We  apprehend  &  fear  prejudice  & 
detrim*  to  the  College  in  times  to  come,  both  as  to  it's  Estate,  and  also 
as  to  the  Governm*  of  it,  if  this  new  &  untrxfd  Method  be  gone  into, 
And  if  any  gr*  Inconveniences  or  Damages  to  the  College  do  ensue 
thereupon,  we  are  clear  of  them ;  nor  will  they  be  so  easiely  retrieved, 
when  they  may  be  to  late  felt  &  bewailed. 

But  there  is  another  thing,  wch  We  also  crave  leave  to  reconiend 
unto  yor  Hon1"3  Wise  &  Serious  Consideracon,  which  is  —  That  the 
College  Corporation  is  to  haw  ppetual  Succession   by  Election,  as

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Vacancies  happen.  So  that  if  those  three  of  the  Corporacon,  whose 
Ejection  is  Sought  &  Endeavrd  by  Some,  shd  be  once  quitt  of  their 
Station  in  it,  or  be  made  to  cease  together  from  it,  the  Corporacon  it 
self  w(1  then  cease,  &  ye  Charter  becom  Null  &  Void;  In  as  much 
as  there  will  then  '  remain  but  One  Fellow,  wth  the  Presid*  &  Treas- 
urer; who  can't  by  the  Charter  make  an  Election  to  fill  up  the  Va- 
cancy. For  the  Charter  plainly  says,  that  the  Corporation  is  to  be  Con- 
tinued by  Elections,  and  "that  there  must  be  the  Majr  pl  of  Seven 
acting  in  those  Elections. 

And  thus,  May  it  please  yor  honrs,  Wee  have  made  Answer  to  the 
first  Article,  wch  is  the  Main  &  gr1  One  in  the  report  of  the  Honble 
Comittee ;  and  We  Submitt  our  Reasons,  weighty  as  they  Seem  to  us, 
to  yor  honrs  most  Impartiall  &  deliberate  Consideracon. 

We  com  now  to  the  Second  Article  in  the  Report  of  the  Hoiible 
Committee,  wch  is  —  "  That  none  of  the  s    Fellows  be  Overseers. 

To  this  Wee  briefly  Answer,  "That  shd  the  Corporation  consist  of 
Resident  Follows  Resid*  Tut™,  it  is  not  pbable,  if  possible  that  any 
of  them  shd  be  of  the  Board  of  Overseers ;  the  sd  Tutrs,  while  Such, 
not  being  like  to  be  Teaching  Elders  in  any  of  the  Neighbouring 
Churches;  nor  of  his  Majesties  Council. 

But  then  We  Still  add,  That  Some  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Corpora- 
tion have  bin  of  the  Number  of  Overseers  from  time  to  time;  and  as 
we  think  to  the  gr  benefit  of  the  College.  So  that  till  now  it  never 
was  Tudg'd  Impper  or  Unfitt,  or  Contrary  to  the  Intent  of  the  Charter; 
that  some  of  the  Fellows  of  the  Corporacon  shd  be  also  of  the  Board 
of  Overseers. 

The  Last  thing  in  the  Report  of  the  Honble  Comittee  is  —  That 
the  Presid1  and  Fellows  of  the  sd  College,  or  the  Majr  pl  of  them,  are 
not  Warrented  to  fix  or  Establish  any  Salary  or  Allow0  for  their  Ser- 
vice, w  out  the  Approbation  &  Consent  of  the  Overseers. 

To  this  We  humbly  reply  —  We  think  that  Prior2  Acts  of  Legisla- 
ture are  to  be  Explain'd,  restrain'd  or  Enlarged,  according  to  the 
plain  Sense  [91]  of  subsequent  Acts  of  the  Same  Legislature:  We 
readiely  own  that  from  y6  first  Constitution  of  the  Overseers  in  1642. 
The  whole  Managm*  of  ye  Affairs  of  the  College  was  entirely  in  the

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hands  of  the  Overseers.  But  when  the  same  Legislature  that  had 
Constituted  and  Impower'd  them,  did  in  the  year  1650  make  a  Charter 
for  the  College,  and  Invested  A  Corporation  wth  ye  Powers  therein 
Granted;  We  humbly  Concieve  that  thencforth  there  remained  no 
more  Power  to  the  Overseers,  then  what  that  Charter  Leaves  them. 

We  are  humbly  of  Opinion,  That  if  the  present  powers  of  the  Over- 
seers *  are  Sought  for,  they  are  not  so  much  to  be  looked  2  for  in  the 
Act  for  their  Original  Constitucon,  as  in  the  Subsequent  Acts  of  the 
Gen1  Court,  and  particularly  the  Charter  of  1650. 

That  Charter  plainly  Supposes  the  Continuance  of  the  Board  of 
Overseers,  and  reserves  Sundry  powers  to  them:  but  We  don't  find 
that  it  Leaves  them  any  power  in  the  Matter  of  fixing  &  Establishing 
any  Salaries  or  Allowances,  or  the  Disposing  of  the  Incomes  &  Reve- 
nues of  the  College.  —  If  this  Our  Opinion  pceeds  from  Our  Ignor- 
ance or  Weakness,  We  can't  help  it,  but  shd  be  glad  to  be  Enlight'ned 
by  plain  Strong  Explicacons  of  any  passage  in  the  Charter  to  the 
Contrary;   if  any  Such  there  be. 

And  upon  all,  Inasmuch  as  we  think  that  by  the  Charter  it  belongs 
wholy  to  the  Corporation  to  appoint  &  fix  Salaries,  and  make  allow- 
ances to  those  who  do  Service  in  the  College;  therefore  We  think  it 
the  more  unreasonable,  that  ever  the  Majr  p*  of  the  Corporacon  shd 
be  of  those  who  recv  Salaries  or  allowces  from  the  College.  In  such 
Cases  as  these  We  think  y*  none  ought  to  carve  for  themselves. 

In  fine  upon  this  Head,  We  judge  that  the  sole  power  of  making 
allowances  is  by  the  Charter  Vested  in  the  Corporacon:  We  know 
not  of  Such  allowces  being  at  any  time  brought  to  the  Overseers  for 
their  fixing  them :  But  if  the  Tutrs  are  by  Charter  of  the  Corporation ; 
We  own  it  were  a  most  unreasonable  thing  that  they  shd  have  power 
to  fix  &  Establish  their  own  Salaries :  Neither  can  We  think  it  decent 
that  they  shd  have  the  first  naming 3  and  appointing  any  Salary  for 
themselves :  Wherefore  We  find  here  a  New  Argum1  if  not  Assurance, 
That  it  never  was  the  Intent  of  the  Charter,  That  the  College  Cor- 
poration shd  Consist  of  Tutrs  to  the  Number  of  four  or  five,  receiving 
Salarys. 

And  thus  We  have  made  Some  reply  to  the  Report  of  the  Honble

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Committee  in  the  Severall  Articles  thereof.     Onely  Whereas  in  the 
Preamble  to  their  Report  they  are  pleased  to  Say, 

That  these  their  Resolutions,  if  put  in  practice  w  be  more  beneficial 
to  the  College,  then  the  Enlarging  the  Number  of  the  Corporation. 

We  must  still  crave  leave  humbly  to  Insist  on  the  Contrary  Opinion, 
&  say  —  That  We  sh(1  be  heartiely  glad,  &  think  it  much  for  the  Safety 
of  the  College,  if  the  Hoiible  Court  cd  in  their  Wisdom  think  it  proper 
to  Enlarge  the  Corporation  to  twice  it's  present  Number,  or  more; 
because  of  the  Large  powers  with  wch  we  think  it  is  Intrusted :  Always 
Provided,  that  the  Resid*  Tut1*8  shd  never  be  able  to  make  a  Majr  p* ; 
Because  we  think  it  Contrary  to  the  Light  of  Nature,  that  any  sh 
have  an  Overruling  Voice  in  making  those  laws,  by  which  themselves 
must  be  governed  in  their  Office  Work  &  for  which  the  receive  Salaries. 

Having  thus  Answer'd  to  the  Report  of  the  Honble  l  Comittee,  We 
come  now  to  offer  a  few  words  upon  a  Clause  or  two  in  the  Peticon 
of  Mr  Sever  &  Mr  Welsteed;  wch  they  have  lately  presented  to  the 
General  Court. 

They  recite  a  Proviso  wch  his  Excy  the  Govr  was  pleased  to  make 
some  time  the  Last  year,  that  three  of  us,  Ministers,  shd  not  be  re- 
moved from  the  Corporation. 

On  this  Head  We  can  assure  your  honrs,  That  none  of  us  ever 
Sought  after  Such  a  pviso  in  our  favour,  directly  nor  indirectly;  un- 
less our  Open  Arguing  &  Reasoning  from  time  to  time  before  the 
Board  of  Overseers  may  be  so  Interpreted;  wch  we  humbly  concieve 
it  cannot  justly  be. 

It  has  bin  Openly  declared  before,  yor  Honr8  agn  &  agn,  as  we  doe 
now  declare,  that  We  have  never  mean't  to  Argue  for  our  Own  psonall 
Continuc  in  the  Corporation;  but  onely  ag8t  a  Majority  of  the  Residfc 
Tutr9  being  of  it. 

We  have  no  Reason  at  all,  for  our  own  pts,  to  be  unwilling  to  p 
w  or  Character  as  Fellows  of  the  Corporation;  How  meanly  soever 
these  Gentlm  may  think,  and  [  92  ]  are  pleased  to  say  reflectingly  of 
us.  And  so  far  are  We  from  desiring  to  continue  in  the  Corporation, 
if  it  has  not  been,  or  mav  not  be  for  the  Service  of  the  College;  that  it 
wd  be  an  Ease  &  a  pleasure  to  us  to  quitt  our  Station  in  it,  &  see  it 
better  served  by  others,  and  more  Secured  by  their  Services.

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Again,  Their  Peticon  has  a  Clause  in  it  to  this  Effect, —  The  State 
of  the  College  is  now  more  difficult  &  spylexed  then  ever — And  cer- 
tainly it  is  So ;  for  wch  we  think  the  Peticon™  are  to  blame  themselves, 
as  the  first  and  moving  cause  of  it.  They  themselves  have  first  pplexed 
the  College,  and  now  they  complain  of  it's  perplexed  Estate. 

Agn  The  Peticonrs  pray  the  Honble  Court,  That  they  may  be  en- 
abled in  yr  places  to  carry  on  the  busieness  of  theA  College  to  good 
effect. 

Wee  reply,  That  we  think  if  they  wd,  as  becomes  Christians,  Study 
to  be  quiet,  and  do  their  Own  busieness,  they  have  Authority  Sufficient 
to  doe  all  that  work  and  Service  in  the  College,  for  which  they  were 
chosen :  and  they  have  Laws  pvided  for  them  to  go  by  therin :  or  if 
they  need  more,  the  Corporation  is  ready  to  pvide  more,  and  to  lay 
the  same  before  the  Overseers. 

And  now  to  draw  unto  a  Close.  —  Wee  thank  God  *  And  We  thank 
yor  honrs,  for  this  Opportunity  granted  us  faithfully  to  discharge  or 
Consciences;  (how  mean  so  ever  in  orselves,  or  meanly  thot  of  by 
others)  and  of  humbly  and  plainly  testifieing  what  we  realy  think  wd 
be  for  the  Good  of  the  College.  We  truely  and  Seriously  declare  That 
We  make  not  this  Representacon  for  any  by-Ends  or  Selfinterest. 
Those  of  us  whose  Ejectm1  is  so  earnestly  sought  for,  neither  seek 
nor  find  any  Reward  for  all  that  time  We  Spend,  or  pains  We  take, 
as  Members  2  of  the  Corporacon.  If  We  have  Serv'd  the  College  in 
any  kind  or  Degree,  We  desire  to  thank  God  for  the  time  &  assist0. 
We  heartiely  Wish  &  pray  for  it's  Wellfare,  and  for  the  flourishing  of 
religion  &  good  Literature  in  it,  to  the  Glory  of  God  &  the  Good  of 
this  3  people,  even  to  the  latest  Posterity ;  if  it  may  be  the  Divine 
pleasure  so  to  order  it.  We  wish  it's  Enemys  may  not  find,  nor  take 
any  Occasion  agst  it,  by  it's  Late  unhappy  discontents  &  differences; 
the  fault  whereof  lyes  at  their  door  who  have  contrived  &  fomented 
them.  An  house  or  City  divided  agst  itself  —  What  is  like  to  become 
of  it  ?  —  God  avert  the  Omen ! 

We  agn  thank  your  honrs  for  the  patient  hearing  wch  you  have  given 
us.  We  desire  to  Leave  the  Event  to  the  Wise  disposal  of  the  Sovereign 
God,  and  to  Submitt  orselves  thereunto;  Whether  it  be  for  Correction

And,  as  under  ye  Jncouragement  of  Royal 
Charters  granted  them,  they  cheerfully  planted  &  subdued  a  vast 
Wilderness  at  their  own  expence,  and  not  without  many  hardships 
and  hazards;  So,  Religion  was  allways  their  first  &  chief  care,  &  in 
order  to  that,  Learning.  Jn  this  they  were  singular  among  ye  Prov- 
inces, and  we  their  Posterity  reap  ye  Honour  and  happy  l  fruits 2 
of  it.  Jn  one  of3  their  first  Towns  they  planted  a  Seminary  for 
Learning,  &  call'd  it  by  ye  worthy  name  of  Cambridge.  Jn  this

Mile  off,  As  the  Governr  came  into  Town,  The  Meeting-house  & 
College  Bell  both,  were  Rung,  And  The  Presdt  &  all  the  Corporation 
(excepted  those  two  at  Boston,  who  came  round  in  Compa  wth  Him) 
Reciev'd  his  Excy.  at  the  College  Door  &  waited  on  Him  into  the 
Library  (which  was  almost  exactly  at  Eleven  of  Clock)  After  some 
twenty  Minutes  Stay,  The  Bell  was  toll'd  &  the  Corporation  first 
movd  down  to  the  Hall,  The  Govern1  follow'd,  then  ye  Lieutnt  Govern1"  Sr  Winsiow 
&  the  other  Gentlemen,  and  after  being  well  seated,  The  Presdt  3  Orator 
Order'd  the  Orator  (Sr  Winslow  a  junr  Bachelour)  to  begin,  &  when 
the  Oration  was  finish'd,  The  Govern1"  arose  and  (the  whole  of  the 
Gentlemen,  also  rising  up)  made  a  very  fine  Latin  Speech  wrin  He

His  Excy.  accompanying  them,  to  the  Library  again;  Some  few 
Minutes  after  which,  The  Presdt  ask'd  Him  if  He  wou'd  see  a  philo- 
sophical Experiment,  in  the  Proffesors  Chamber  (The  Apparatus) 
on  which  He  mov'd  directly,  wth  several  Gentlemen  attending  Him;

"  That  as  long  agoe  as  the  Year  1637,  before  the  Grant  of  the 
Ferry  to  the  College,  We  find,  that  the  Rent  of  it  was  set,  by  the 
great  &  Gen1  Court  at  £.40.  p  Ann,  wch  if  it  was  Stert.  (as  We 
suppose  it  to  have  been)  Was  more  than  the  Ferry  Rents  for  at  this 
Day,  notwithstanding  that  the  Expense  of  maintaining  it,  is  so 
much  greater,  and  the  Number  of  Passengers,  in  this  growing 
Country,  so  vastly  increased,  in  the  long  Tract  of  an  109  Years: 
And  yet  as  the  Fare  is  now,  We  have  Reason  to  think,  That  the 
Ferry-men  are  not  able  to  pay  a  bigger  Rent  than  They  do. 
"  We  persuade  our  Selves  that  Yor  Excy  &  Hon"  will  think,  That 
it  also  well  deserves  Yor  Consideration,  how  *  much,  Literature 
hath  been  promoted,  and  how  vastly  greater  an  Expense  hath 
been  saved  to  this  Province  by  the  College,  without  wch  Few  or 
none  of  our  Sons,  could  have  had  the  Advantage,  of  a  liberal  Ed- 
ucation, but  such  as  could  bear  the  heavy  Charge  of  seeking  Jt  in 
other  Countries,  wch  is  the  unhappy  Case  of  most  of  ye  other 
British  Provinces,  Colonies  &  Jslands  in  America.  —  And  We 
doubt  not,  but  You  will  consider  wth  Pleasure,  what  Numbers  of 
worthy  &  useful  Men,  both  in  State  &  in  Church,  have  had  the 
Foundations  of  their  Accomplishments  &  Serviceableness,  laid  in 
the  College :  And  that 2  You  will  think  this  no  mean  Jnducement  to 
promote  Such  a  flourishing  State  of  that  Society,  as  that  the 
Generations  to  Come,  may  by  the  Blessing  of  Heaven  reap  much 
more  Benefit  from  it  than  Those  wch  are  past. 
"  Moreover,  We  humbly  conceive  That  Yor  Excy  &  Hon™  will  not 
think,  -The-  Advancing  the  Fare  of  the  Ferry,  to  be  laying  any  un- 
reasonable Burden,  upon  the  Towns  which  frequent  it  most; 
Since  the  Expenses  of  the  Officers  &  Students  of  the  College,  at  a 
very  low  Computation,  amounts  to  more  than  eleven  thousand 
pounds  a  Year  old  Tenr:  The  Profits  of  wch  great  Expense, 
make  no  Addition  to  the  College  Incomes,  but  center  chiefly  in 
those  Towns,  wch  make  most  Use  of  the  [  276  ]  Ferry;  Namely  in 
Boston  &  Charleston,  for  cloathing  &  Bread,  &  in  the  neighbouring

"  of  the  Ferry  was  a  Penny  new  Tenr,  yet  as  small  a  Part  of  their  Ferry.

He  accepted  the  Office  of  President 
It  was  agreed  by  the  Overseers  of  the  College  that  he  should  be  in- 
stalled in  the  Presidents  Office,  on  the  Commencement  Day  July 
7th  1725  in  the  Meeting  House  in  Cambridge  before  the  Scholastical 
Exercises  should  begin.  Accordingly  on  the  Commencement  Day 
Morng  the  Walk  or  Procession  from  the  College  to  the  Meeting 
House,  was  as  had  been  usual,  Viz*  The  Bachelors  of  Art  went  first 
two  in  a  Rank;  and  then  the  Masters  all  bare-headed;  then  followed 
Mr  Wadsworth  single  as  President,  next  the  Corporation  &  Tutors 
two  in  a  Rank,  then  the  Honble  Lieutenant  Governor  Dummer  & 
Council,  next  to  them  the  rest  of  the  Gentlemen  —  When  in  the  Meet- 
ing House,  the  President  entered  a  Pew  with  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
&  several  of  the  Council.  The  Revd  Mr  Benjamin  Colman  went  into 
the  Pulpit  &  began  with  Prayer.  Then  the  Lieutenant  Governor 
installed  Mr  Wadsworth  in  the  Presidents  Office  (the  College  Keys, 
Seal,  Records  lying  on  a  Table  in  the  Pew)  he  said  to  me  as  follows  Viz* 

Revd  Sir, 

"  You  being  duly  elected  &  approved  to  be  the  President  of  Harvard 
'  College  —  I  do  accordingly  in  the  Name  of  the  Overseers  invest 
'you  with  the  Government  thereof  in  the  same  Extent  as  any  of 
1  your  Predecessors,  Presidents  of  Harvard  College  have  been  here- 
'  tofore  Vested  —  And  deliver  to  You  the  Keys,  with  these  Books  & 
'  Papers  as  Badges  of  your  Authority,  confiding  that  You  will  govern 
'  this  Society  with  Loyalty  to  our  Souereign  Lord  King  George,  and 
1  Obedience  to  his  Laws,  and  according  to  the  Statutes  &  Rules  of 
'  the  said  College

Hereupon  before  the  President  left  the  Pew  He  answered  memori- 
ter  in  English,  to  this  Purpose

A  date  within  parentheses,  following  a  name,  indicates,  if  printed  in  roman 
type,  the  Class  of  a  graduate;  if  printed  in  italic  type,  the  Class  of  a  temporary 
student;  but  if  the  Class  of  a  temporary  student  is  not  known  with  certainty, 
the  date  is  followed  by  a  question  mark. 

The  words  "Fellow,"  "Monitor,"  "President,"  "Scholar,"  "Treasurer," 
"  Tutor,"  etc.,  followed  by  dates,  mean  that  the  persons  were  elected  to  the  offices 
specified  in  the  years  given.  The  word  "present"  means  present  at  a  Corpo- 
ration or  at  an  Overseers'  meeting.  The  words  "approved  "  or  "not  approved  " 
mean  that  the  choice  of  the  Corporation  was  approved  or  not  approved  by  the 
Overseers.  The  word  "Scholar"  is  an  abbreviation  of  "Scholar  of  the  House." 
The  word  "Fellow,"  followed  by  a  date,  means  that  the  person  was  chosen  a 
Fellow  of  the  Corporation  in  the  year  given.  The  word  "Tutor,"  followed  by 
a  date,  means  that  the  person  was  chosen  a  Tutor  in  the  year  given.  For  the 
difficulties  in  distinguishing  between  a  Fellow  of  the  Corporation  and  a  Tutor, 
see  the  Introduction,  pages  cxxxii-cxxxv.  The  words  "receives  money"  mean 
that  the  money  came  from  the  College  treasury;  if  it  came  from  "exhibitions," 
the  name  of  the  fund  is  given  —  as,  "obtains  Fitch  gift,"  "Pennoyer  gift," 
"Sprague  gift,"  etc.  But  almost  immediately  after  the  founding  of  the  Hollis 
scholarship,  the  term  "Hollis  scholar"  came  to  be  used,  and  this 'has  been 
employed  in  its  proper  place,  as  has  also  the  term  "Hopkins  scholar." 

Alphabetical  lists  of  the  chief  College  officials  —  Fellows,  Instructors,  Libra- 
rians, Presidents,  Stewards,  Treasurers,  and  Tutors  —  are  given  in  the  Introduc- 
tion, pages  clii-clxi.  The  names  of  those  chosen  to  minor  offices  will  be  found 
at  the  end  of  each  entry  in  question  —  as,  "Butler,  College,"  "Carpenter, 
College,"  "Mason,  College,"  "Monitor,"  "Probationer,"  "Proctor,"  "Servants, 
College,"  etc. 

The  persons  mentioned  in  the  records  naturally  fall  into  two  divisions:  first, 
those  who  as  graduates,  temporary  students,  officials,  benefactors,  etc.,  had  some 
connection  with  the  College;  and  secondly,  those  who  are  merely  casually  referred 
to.  Every  reasonable  effort  has  been  made  to  identify  those  who  come  in  the 
first  division;  but  the  problem  of  identification  presents  many  difficulties,  for 
which  see  the  Introduction,  pages  cxxxv-cxliv.  It  is  possible,  indeed  probable, 
that  many  of  those  who  come  in  the  second  division  were  graduates  of  the 
College,  and  a  few  such  have  been  identified;  but  to  identify  them  all  would  be 
an  impossible  task,  and  no  attempt  to  do  so  has  been  made.
